In his address Sir William) Ramsay 
sounded as his leading note the In- 
creasing need of seientifie training with 
a view to future as well as to present- 
day requirements. He passed under 
review modern coneeptions of the na- 
ture and constitution of the elements, 
especially radium and its produets, and 
proceeded to eanstder the availsols 
sources of energy in Great Keita and 
whether a reasonable economic use is 
made of them,  laving eome to the 
conclusion that the present-day mete 
ods are wasteful, seriously limiting the 
perlod of British national existence, he 
advocated an immediate stock-taking
